New York. April 2fi. — l>r. Gardner, nnbaeked by 
bis f-ounet-t Ions hem use of Ills indifterent showing at 
Aqiiednef Tiiestlay. w^m the Excelsior Handicap at 
.Taiiiaiea this uftenuMm in runaway style, with 
Gloilller, the t.’arter Handicap winner, second, and 
f'airngorin third. Hr. Gardner had the speed to 
carry him into an e.irly lead and was fortunate in 
drawing an mitshle position, as he was thus enahUnl 
to nlllize this speed and escape the general mix np 
»»n llie tlrst turn; and ome in front imne of the 
others ever looked like overtaking him. 

For bumping, crmvding and general interferemv, 
the race was one of the worst ever seen. .\t least 
a half dozen hors«*s had no chance after the iuter- 
ferenee they met and the absidnte inadeqna<\v of the 
.saucer like .lamaii'a course to present day racing 
was never more tlioronghly ^lemonstrated. King's 
Hanghter, whieli was liacked into equal favoritism 
with \V. H. t'arey, was aln)4»st liir«»wn «lown 4lire«*tly 
after the start. GihmI i.mk was put <»n tin* f»*nce 
on the first turn and again on the t*ackstret<*h. 
Samuel H. Harris, Oxfoial and others were served 
eipially as bad at different stages of the race. 

W. H. (’arey and IMiiiander broke slowly ami were 
still sbover in getting into a ra<-ing stride and hail 
to work their way arcmml on the outside, which put 
them at a 4lei*i*le<l disadvantage. While this was 
ba|)|»enitig. Hr. Gardner was sailing along in front 
free from all interference and skillfully handled by 
.Taek .Martin. On the tnm for home he had the coii- 
teiulers lieat«oi to a staiMl»tiil and won easily enough 
from Glorifier and rairngorm, both of which came 
from some distance back in the last three furlongs. 

It would lie 111 advised to say that Hr. Gardner 
was not the l>est horse, but there would surely have 
l»een a different sort of a contest had the race 
been run over a course like that at Aqtiednct or 
Helinont Park, and it is more than probable that 
there wouM have been a different result, at least 
so far as the placed hwses were concerned. 

The claim that the course would not suit W. H. 
Carey. esp**clally when the field was a large one, 
was well ls>rne out by the running and forecasled 
by the betting, the CKlds going frrrtn o to 2 to 7 to 2. 
Philander ran a remarkable race. In the rtm 
through the backstret(*h he was a bad last, but he 
tinislted witli a rnsii that indicates be should go tlie 
bandica|» nmte with the best of them. King's 
Hanghter. after tlie early tronide which came to 
her, got tliriMigh to run into sectmd position on the 
backstreti’h, Imt retired at seven furlongs. 

The tra4‘k was fast, but a high wind swept over 
the course whi<h partially accounts for the slow 
time made. Tlie Sullivan Jolinson-Farrell confeder- 
ac>' had little faith in Hr. Gardner’s ability to win 
in the race, notwithstanding he had worked well 
since his defeat by Athlete at Aqueduct. Mr. John- 
son put a small bet on him and .Mr. Sullivan possibly 
liacked him lightly, but the Sullivan crowd generally 
went to Samuel H. Harris and backed him from 50 
to ir* to 1. 

The attendance was a record for the Jamaica 
course, the field emdosiire IsMiig .so densely packed 
that all sorts of temporar.v arrangements had to l>e 
made for the acr'omniodation of the crowd. The day 
was bright, but a hard wind which swept up from 
the bay blew into the club house and grandstand, 
making it most uncomfortable. 

The racing aside from the big event was noted 
mostly for the defeat of Gold Heart in the closing 
race. Toiitml for one of the best two-year-olds of 
the year. Senator .McCarren's colt was backed for 
Ihoustinds at even money. He had worked fast and 
his trainer lielieved that he could run the five fur- 
longs iu one minute. Imt after l)cing kno<‘ked back 
at the |K>st he showed little speetl and was unplaced 
•at tlie end. 

,I»H-key Bnllman. who was recently granted a 
ili<*euse. had the mount on Good Luck, but earned 
ai suspension H>r tlie meeting by his over-anxiety 
while at the imst. Jockey McDaniel has signed a 
contract with ,T. E. Seagram for tlie season.

Among tlie yonngsters carded at Jamaica to begin 
their ra<‘ing careers this jifternoon is the flr.st to 
carry the c*ob>T8 of Barney Schreilier In the ea.st 
this year. She is Minnie G., by Sain — Miss Marion, 
therefore a full sister to Woodlands and Tom M<*- 
Grath and a half sister to Joe Carey. Miss .Marion, 
by Him.var out of the Englisli mare Astolat by 
Kislier, was a speedy racer and a decidedly profita- 
ble investment for Mr. Schreilier. He got her as 
a yearling for $225 and she gave him a big return 
on his money by winning her very first start, the 
Ik*bu(ante Stakes at St. Louis in 189S. This filly 
.Minnie G. is rejMirted to have worked faster than 
any of her age at Wmidlands Farm in Missouri, 
where she was bred, ftialed and trained until slie 
was sent to Hot Springs to trainer Brandt early in 
the year. Her preparation at Haklawn was im- 
pressive and it shmild not lie surprising if slie emu- 
lates her dam l>y winning her first race.

CHANGE IN HANDICAP CONDITIONS. 

Entrance Fee to Overnight Races Will Be 
Play or Pay at Belmont Park. 

New York, .\pril 26. — New conditions will govern 
the overnight handicaps at the spring meeting of 
the Westchester Rai ing Association, and the system 
will in all probability be extended to the meetings 
which follow at other tracks. The conditions make 
the entry fee of any horse for an overnight handi- 
«*ap play or pay, and no provision is made for a 
declaration, as has been the custom in the past. 
It has been customary to charge an entrance fee of 
$10, or only $5 if declared on the publication of the 
weights. But In future the entrance fee of $10 will 
lie iliarged wiietlier the horse starts or not, and 
withdrawals will be made the same as to an over- 
night selling race half an hour before post time. 

-Ml of the horses entered for a liuiidieap will lie 
sent out iu the entries ainl be show’n on the program 
as possible starters. .\s it freiiuently happens that 
there are twenty or more entered for a handii*ap, 
not nniro than half of which can be depended upon 
as starters, the new system is not apt to be popu- 
lar w’ith the public. Under the old rule of posting 
scratches as .soon as they are made no objections 
could have been found, but under the system that 
prevails at present of w’ithholdiug all scratches until 
vvitliin a few minutes of iKist time there will be no 
eml of confusion. 

All overnight races, of w’liatever character, will 
lie on the same basis so far us declarations are con- 
i-erned. Horsemen w’ill no longer be able to tin«l 
out tlie handicapper’s opinion of one of their horses 
for the trivial fee of $5, a ruse that has been re- 
sorted to often iu the past. Stay-at-home bettors 
W’ill have to cut the handicaps entirely out of their 
calculations or hedge their commissions with no end 
of instruct ions, and the new scheme should be 
effei’tivc iu the fight against poolrooms. 

SHOOTING IN PIMLICO GRANDSTAND. 

— Just as the horses were 
at the iKist in the last race at Pimlico today a 
pistol shot rang out iu the center of the crowded 
grandstand and for a moinent all w’as (*onfusion and 
excitement. The Pinkertons and l«H*al police rushed 
in when matters were quieted down and it was 
found that William Dniiii, a betting commissioner, 
had- been shot in the arm by a woman from Buffalo, 
who is known as Mrs. King. It is claimed that her 
infatuation for Dunn led to tlie shooting. The 
woiiiau was committed for the action by the local 
inagistrute and Diinn was carried off to the htw- 
pital.

WHEN STEEPLECHASE JOCKEYS FALL. 

Some Advise That It Is Best to Lie Still, 
Others Say Make Away. 

“Steeplechase j^nkeys must have many exciting 
moiucnl.s in their lives,” says a writer in Fry’s 
.Magazine f(»r Aprii. **Ho\v would you like your 
horse to fall with yuii when you are almost at the 
head of your field, and there are horst's galore fol- 
lowing immediately UdiiiidV Wcmld you lie where 
you fell, or would you try to roll to a place of 
safety? I have asked many jockey, s. ‘Lie still, aud 
no horse will jump on you: they are as clever as 
eats.’ eui|>hatically advise some. ‘Get out of tiie 
light as fast as y<»ii cun.’ say otliers. As a matter 
of fact, a jmkey is usually t(*o dazed at the instant 
to know tpiite what lie (Uight to do. or wliat he 
does do. It is <vrtaiidy true that a horse, if he 
can p:>ssibl.v help it. will not tread on a fallen horse 
or man; and some of the metlUMls they employ to 
avol<i doing sf* when it stK'ms inevitable prove a 
lightning brain and electric res<uirce. The eom- 
nionest thing they do is to jumiF over tlie i»rostrate 
forms, k«*eping their heels close to their bodle.s, A 
j«K-key told me that once a brotlier jockey fell im- 
iiiediately in front and his own horse appeared to 
Jk* ill tlie act of landing on liis <liest, when he felt 
Ills mount, while in mid nir, make an additional 
spring, and lie landed clear. Many jmkeys have got 
kicked in their endeavors to rise. 

“W. Taylor's account of how he lay on the ground 
after John M. P., had fallen with him in the Grand 
Nathmal at I.iveVi>o«d last year, and, as it seemed 
to him. dozens on d 4 «t‘ns. and s«u>res and scores, and 
laindreil.s on Imiidreds of Inu-ses pass«ul «wer his 
head, was dramatic and Illustrative: ‘Their Innifs 

glistened and shone like snow' balls. The bright 
steel of tlie slioes swept over me like a storm.* I 
am iiof a steeplechase jockey, nor any other kind of 
tt jockey, but I have Iteen in severti| somewhat 



searefying runaways. My last was down a hill, 
'llie buggy turned c*ompletely over in a decline in 
the road and threw me with my head within an inch 
of a stout tree. The horse turned sharp round and 
as I lay there with the ruins of the buggy about 
me and the horse entangled in the mess trying to 
get away, I remember thinking ‘Will this beast 
kick my brains out*'* As Taylor says, I fancied I 
could see lieels in all directions, but the frightened, 
fractious brute, finding be could'nt get free, right 
alH>ut faced again, dashed through the trees, sliook 
off the hariies.s and remnants that were trammeling 
him, made a short circuit aud gained the road to 
the stable, which laid south from wliere the dis- 
aster occurred. Of course I was a bit unstrung 
with a dislocated slioulder, a broken ligament to a 
finger aud a hole in my side, tmt everything tliat 
passed I rec(»gnized. including the horse’s hoofs that 
played over and around my head, a.s plainly as if 
1 had lK*eu calmly aud carelessly looking at a mov- 
ing picture." 

CHARLEY THOMPSON’S QUEER CASE. 

Fred Forsythe was astounded when the Aquediiot 
stewards ordered him to s<iatoh I’h.'Rrley Thompson 
from the tliird race Wednesday on the grouml that 
the J«M*key Uliiti knew of no such horse officially. 
"It’s fiiiiiiy," said .Mr. Forsythe, after he had with- 
drawn the Appomattox gelding, "that Charley is not 
known to the Jockey Club. His name is given 
among the produce of his dam, Ftwget .Me-Not II.. 
ill Volume H of the .\mericau Stud Ibsik. He is 
eight years old, he lias raced all over the west and 
lie has won twenty-four times.” 

The action of the .Vqnedmt stewards was in no 
.sense a reflection on Mr. Forsytiie, or ii|m>ii any one 
connected with Cliarley Thompson. The Appomattox 
giddiiig simply had not Iieen registereil, as the Rules 
of Racing require. Mr. Foi-sythe will immediately 
register him, and it is possible that ho may win a 
race or two in the east liefore he dies.
